Britain entered the war bound 
by two agreements on ‘sea law, 
which she afterward made “scraps 
of paper.” One was the Deciara- 
tion of Paris of 1856, the other 
the Declaration of London of 
1909. They were attempts to set- 
tle laws of the sea so that inter- 
ests of neutrals should be safe- 
guarded during the war. 

The Paris Declaration provided 
“The neutral flag covers enemy 
merchandise with the exception of 
contraband of war.” The London 
Declaration provided against cap- 
tures of even absolute contraband 
unless it could be shown to be on- 
signed to the ‘enemy, made the 
papers of a vessel conclusive proof 
of her destination unless she was 
out of her cours®@ and forbade the 

of conditional contra- 
if a vessel bound for «a 
hostile port was to discharge such 
goods at a neutral port on her 
way. Neutrals never before had 
enjoyed such safeguards. 


BRITISH MAKE LAW 

To both these commitments the 
British gave official adherence in 
the early months of the war, thus 
admitting their obligations But 
in March. 1915, without consult- 
ing the neutral nations, the Lon- 
don government undertook to 
make a new law. Germany decreed 
that the English Channel and the 
waters around Britain and France 
were a “war area” in which all 
enemy vessele would be sunk and 
neutrals might euffer—which de- 
cree was an assumption of power 
to make sea law. In return the 
British issued the Reprisals Order 
of March, 1915. It decreed that 
all goods With enemy destina- 
tion” could be setged: and vessels 
bound for neutral ports with neu- 
tral cargoes were captured. 

“The Repvisal® Order ts of a very 
revolutionary character,” says Ad- 
miral Coneett. “It brought us in- 
to conflict with America.” 

In the long diplomatic struggte 
which ended with our entrance into 
the war against Germany we con- 
tested the right of the British to 
change the long recognised rules 
of blockade. Under the recog- 
nized international law up te that 
time and under the Declaration 
of London a biockade was allow- 
able only when a cordon of ships 
Was statidned at the entrance of 
enemy ports sufficiently Gren to 
make the blockade effective. Britain 
took the grownc that because of 
mine fields and submarines. such 
blockades were no longer practi- 
cable; that new methods of trans- 
portation had made it possibile for 
enemies to get goods through many |

This eminent sculptor whose 
fame already has spread through- 
out the land is essentially « 
dreamer and a weaver of dreams. 
The fine oval face, the massive 
high forehead, the clear deep 
blue eyes with the faraway bok, 
such as they say sailors have, pro- 
claim him at once a visionary and 
mystic. He is one who at once 
you realize lives in another world. 

In such few words I have tried 
to give in passing a portrait, 
however feeble, of a truly re- 
markable man as I know him. 
His marvelous work ts to be seen 
im every niche and corner of the 
sacred edifice. 

A few mornings ago at my re- 
quest I drove with Scarpitta to 
visit the new church. He had 
told me that hie work on it was 
a new departure for him. As I 
proceeded to enter by the main 
door my eyes were instantly held 
by the delicate tracery work 
Gepicting bird and leaf and 
flower which wove itself spirally 
around groups of slender columns 
as though it were a band of 
figured gossamer.

Above the arched doorway is the 
beautiful rose window  plerced 
with 100 different stained glass 
lights. Around this are the 
carved symbole of the tour 
evangelists, the angel with the 
face of a man, the ox, the lion 
and the eagle, all strongly cut in 
heraldic fashion as though to ac- 
centuate their scriptural sense 
and meaning. 

On the other side of this cen- 
tral piece are the four evangelists 
themselves, four other figures 
depicting Jeremiah of the Lamen- 
tations, Isaiah of the Visions, 
Abraham and Moses. Such power- 
ful portrayals in stone rarely are 
seen in modern times and when 
seen seldom are forgotten. 

The four prophets form the 
cornices of what is known as the 
Christus pane) whereon the Christ 
is depicted with a countenance of 
infinite compassion through which 
shines unmistakably eternal 
divinity.

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REPUBLICAN ACHIEVEMENTS 


It is in some d the practice and possibly the prerogative of a 

8 political party to refer in flattering terms to the accomplishments of its 

own leadership and in words of disparagement to the shortcomings and 
inadequacies of the opposition. This is partisanship; not necessarily in- 
sincere or malicious, but, nevertheless, partisanship. 

There has been no time in the history of the United States when 
greater diversity existed in the contentions of rival political groups, and 
never a time requiring more earnest consideration of the issues involved ; 
never a time in which thoughtful reflection should result in more de- 
cisive action. | 

The Republican party, which was returned to power in 1920 after 
eight years of Democratic administration of the affairs of the Federal 
government, and which, on the fourth day of November will ask the 
citizenship of the nation to approve the record of the four-year period 
ending next March by electing a Republican administration for the en- 
suing four years, is assailed not only by the traditional Democratic foe, 
but by a new antagonist. This new enemy seeks the destruction alike 
of the Republican party and the Democratic party and would initiate 
changes in our form of government not contemplated by its founders. 

An appeal is being made pretentiously to class hatred; an attack is 
being launched which strikes not only at party government, but at the 
established principles of government itself. Discontent is fanned by the 
demagogue and an ambitious effort is being made to shake the confi- 
dence of the people in their governmental institutions. Individual 
breach of public trust, which is not confined to any — party, any 
nation or any period of history, has been magnified and twisted in a 
cunning effort to inflame the public mind. 

There is an attempt in progress to have public clamor from a few 

supplant the will and the intention of the majority. 
The Republican party in this instance should be judged not by the 
contentions and asseverations of its foes, not. by the encomiums of its 
friends, but by the scope of its own achievements. The Republican 
party came into being with the advent of Abraham Lincoln and, includ- 
ing Lincoln, has given eleven Presidents to the nation during the more 
than sixty years of its existence. The party today retains in vital and 
vigorous form the same fundamental principles and ideals that brought 
about its inception and its present leadership as expressed in Calvin 
Coolidge and Charles G. Dawes is in keeping with its traditions.

A continuation of this necessary reduction of taxes is guaranteed by 
President Coolidge. 

The people of the Pacific Coast, never actively fearful of a war 
with Japan but never possessing the tangible guarantees against such a 
conflict which treaty provisions and the mutual good will of the two 
peoples would assure, have seen the shadow of war in the Pacific ef- 
fectually removed by the Conference for the Limitation of Armamepts 
and the Four-Power Pact. 

No greater step has been taken, in fact, none so great, toward the 


initiative of President Coolidge in creating the Dawes Reparations Com- 
mission. And as the Dawes plan outlines a procedure that will 
re-establish the credit and the productive industry of Europe, thus play- 
ing its important part in the economic rehabilitation of the world, the 
domestic policy of the Republican administration, as exemplified by the 
budget law, farm credits, the immigration law, greater efficiency in ad- 
ministrative functions, has benefited all classes and given this nation an 
era of prosperity in which only the shiftless, the thriftless and the in- 
competent have had no proper share. : 

„ Irresponsible charges by the demagogue and the radical as to the 
condition of labor in the United States would be ridiculous if not made 
for selfish or sinister purposes. Labor in America at this time is em- 
ployed at better wages and under better conditions than at any time in 
the country’s history. Standards of living in the United States are 
higher than ever before. Wage-earners are putting more money in 
savings banks than ever before. And this tremendous improvement 
from the stagnation existing four years ago has been brought about by 
policies favorable to all, not by class legislation. 

The tariff law and the protective policy devised by the Republican 
administration to protect American industry and the living standards of 
the American workman have been ey successful in their purposes. 
In California thousands of men and women have been safeguarded 
against wage reductions that would inevitably follow the importation 

of products developed abroad under a lower economic system, and 
California’s basic commodities have enjoyed a protection that is re- 
flected in their present prosperity and flourishing condition.

The President’s own rugged honesty, which none has denied, is 
exemplified in his acceptance speech.

Whenever there have 
een 8 of guilt involving members of any party, I have caused 
them to investigated and presentation made to the grand jury. If 
the evidence warranted, those suspetted of crime have been indicted; 
and without favor, but without malice, they will be tried on charges re- 
turned against them. Wherever it has appeared that the property of 
the government has been illegally transferred and held, action has been 
brought for recovery and will be pursued to final judgment. No gov- 
ernment was ever able to prevent altogether the commission of crime, 
but this government, under my direction, is doing the best it can to de- 
tect and punish all wrong-doing. The laws of the land are being, and 
will continue to be enforced. I purpose to use every possible effort to 
— corruption in office. The American government must be kept 
clean. 

Much has been said of the President's opposition to a bonus for 
former soldiers, but the enemies of the Republican party are unable suc- 
cessfully to prove any declaration that the administration has been lag- 
gard in its efforts to provide for its defenders. Neither have the politi- 
cal foes of the President, in their anxiety to make capital of his bonus

'| Coolidge immediately gave instructions that emergency funds be pro- 
vided for this purpose.

Fund Needed for Purchase of 
Stillwell Collection 


Gift of $250,000 is Pledged 
When $500,000 Raised

That the cultural development of 
Los Angeles shall keep step with 
ite material prosperity is the 
devout wish of all who have the 


bert interests of the community at 


heart. But it is one thing to de- 
sire, and another thing to attain. 
Los Angeles is making giant strides 
forward in pulation and indus- 
trs; but it s at times and ap- 
pears timid along what may be 
termed cultural linea, 

Communities tecome perma- 
nently great not through purely 
mate growth, but in the meas 
ure as they progress in education, 
science, character building, and in 
what may be termed the apprecia- 
tlon of the fine arts. A commu- 
nity without culture is a commu- 
nity without vision; and it was 
written by «a — of old that 
» people without vision perish.” 

Material progress is accelerated 
by the lure of immediate personal 
profit. But when one turns to edu-

SUPPORT LACKING 
Individuals and groups have 
been working for some years on 
projects to give to Los Angeles 
museums and places of art.

ost pretentious, perhaps, of any 
single one of these is the present 
| effort to add new bulldings to the 
Southwest Museum, which at pres- 
ent consists of a single imposing 
structure on a knoll at Avenue 46 
and Marmion Way. and to obtain 
for the museum the &tillwell col- 
lection of paintings by the old 
masters, sculpture and other art 
objects. The collection is now in 
the residence of Dr. Stillwell in 
New York City. Dr. Stillwell has 
devoted forty years of his life to 
this collection. A recognized au- 
thority on the old masters, he cov- 
ered Europe several times and vis- 
ited the Orient in making the col- 
lection. 
The Southwest Museum has ob- 
tained an option on this collection, 
and the price stated in the option 


— 


ie $1,060,000. Toward this fund 
Dr. Norman Bridge has sub- 
scribed $150,000; John Craven, 


$10,000, and Dr. Milbank Johnson 
holds in his office a subscription 
of $260.000 from a contributor 
whose name will be made known 
when $500,000 has been subscribed 
toward the full purchase price.

“Il am an old resident of the City 
of New York and participated in a 
very slight degree in the begir 
tings of the Metropolitan Museum 
and I think that I discern in the 
endeavor to build up the South- 
west Museum a condition very simi- 
lar to that which exsited in New 
York in the early 80. 

“The population of New York 
at that time was approximately the 
same as that of Los Angles at pres- 
ent. The city consisted merely of the 
Island of Manhattan. As in Los An- 

eles at present «a group of New 

ork citizens realized t there 
had to be a development of aesthet- 
le and cultural inetitutions in or- 
der to give the city a real metro- 
politan character and at the time 
of the formation of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum efforte were made to 
establish a permanent home for 
opera. for concert music, for a 
larger development of the college 
of the City of New York. 

“These were siinultaneous on- 
dea vors running along similar 
| lines and they all had the foster- 
ing care of the group of men who 
realized that these efforts were an 
essential part of the development 
of a great city and I am glad to 
say that all succeeded, due very 
largely to the persistent efforts of 
the men interested in the various 
projects. 

“There is unquestionably a simi- 
lar situation in the civic develop- 
ment in the city of Los Angeles 
at present in the acquisition of 
the Stillwell Collection for the 
Southwest Museum, which is a step 
in the same direction as was tak 
en by the men of the city of New 
York some forty years ago.”

TIME BOTHERS LITTLE 
In determining the age of a star 
scientists are bothered little by 


the separating distance of 16.900 
light years. A scientist takes about 
as much cognizance of 10,000 years 
as an ordinary person would of five 
minutes with all day ahead to 
catch the midnight train. 

Since the Mt. Wilson solar ob- 
servatory was founded by Andrew 
Carnegie, twenty years ago, much 
constructive work in astronomy 
and other scientific lines has been 
accomplished. Many startling dis- 
coveries have been made at this 
observatory, and problems are be- 
ing worked out that when com- 
pleted will be a revelation to the 
scientific world. 

The department of astronomy 
was founded by Dr. George Ellery 
Hale in 1904. He acted as the 
director of the observatory since 
its beginning until last year, when 
he retired to carry on work at his 
own personal laboratory in Pasa- 
dena. Dr. Walter 8. Adams is now 
director and work is being car- 
ried on under his direction. 

Study of the sun, which is the 
nearest planet to the earth, is con- 
centrated on at the Mt. Wilson 
institution.

ARE THE PICTURES 
IMPRESSIONISTIC? 


“Impreesionistic Paintings by 
Western Artiste Assembied 
Oakland Art Gallery.” 
Thus saith the catalogue of the 
Los Angeles Museum anent the 
forty-seven pictures that make up 
an exhibition: just opened, to con- 
tinue to October 14. But do the 
words really describe the can- 
vases on view? Let us see. 
The word impressionism, as a 
slogan, has lost its validity long 
ago. It never did mean much, any- 
way, and now, when “all have got 
the seed,” it means just nothing 
at all. Since the early days of 
Claude Monet and his confreres, 
the world has moved, snatching 
and recording in paint, this idea 
and that from thé empyrean. Im- 
preasioniem, so-called, has become 
@ part of everybody's stock in 
trade. No modern painter could 
get along without it. 
You may recall Browning's poem 
on Popularity:

knew a thing or two about most 
things.) hits the nail squarely on 
the head. The first.of the im- 
pressionists found blue, if not in 
a conch-shell, at any rate in the 
shadows of trees, in all shadows, 
and now Hobbs and Nobbs, not to 
mention Stokes and Nokes, couldn't 
set a palette without huge gobs 
of it. But we don't call them im- 
pressionists, for all that. Though 
we sometimes name them modern- 
ists, even though many of their 
formulas are as ancient as the 
rock-ribbed moon. 
But very few of the western 
painters who are now showing their 
wares at the Los Angeles Museum 
are impressionistic even in the 
Claude Monet sense. The most 
of them have got beyond blue to 
polychrome. They seem to have 
looked at nature through a prism. 
Which, of course, in the last analy- 
gis, they did. Monet did—and he 
had a sudden vision of blue and 
yellow.: He contributed something 
valuable to the art of painting, 
something that no painter after 
him may ignore. ; 
Therefore, discarding the word 
impressionistic as intrusive and 
misleading. we will pass in brief 
review de forty-seven pictures in 
the museum, calling attention to 
*he few whose makers appear to 
be conscious Aisciples of the origi- 
nal and simon-pure |mpressionists 
of Prance. They are, as I said, 
not many. 
Shall we say that Roscoe Shra- 
der. don of the Otis Art Institute, 
is one of the Monetites? Perhaps. 
Especially in the beautiful “Hill 
Pasture,” though he shows more 
regard for composition than his 
master. But here is the Impres- 
siornistic’ vibration of light, even 
if, since the picture was painted 
in Sunny California, the light is 
not broken and suffused into tend- 
In that fine canvas, Gar- 
den, whose handling of paint is 
very different from that in Hm 
Pasture.” the brilliant yellow sun- 
light ie in vivid contrast with the 
pallid light of Joseph Raphael's 
exquisite canvases, “Tea in the 
Garden” and “In the Garden.” 
Says the heroine of Edna Ferber’s 
novel, “Cabbages are beautiful.“ 
and Raphael has made them beau- 
tiful in “The Cabbage Patch.“ 
though they don't look in the least 
like cabbages—rather like the ad- 
vunce guard in an army of gnomes. 
William H. Clapp, too, may legit- 
imately claim to be a direct dé- 
acendunt of the old-time impres- 
sionists, at any rate, he shows his 
strains in two or three of his six 
danvs ses Certainly. “The Siren.“ 
a bude woman seated on a rock 
overlooking a sea, has intriguing 
qualities of color and atmosphere.

ty. one of the most attractive in 
the entire exhibition. Clapp's 
“Lumber Boats and “Birdnesting” 
„ lh show a subtle play of light 
and color.

You see? The impressionistic 
painters of the West do not, after 
all. hark back sixty years and 
more for their inspiration. They 
are of our time and our point of 
view. But Claude Monet “fished 
the murex up.” 


SEPTEMBER SHOW AT 
CARMELITA GARDENS 


David *rastrom’s sculpture! por. 
trait heads, four of them that are 
almost colossal in size, may be said 
to set the pace for the clans in art 
that are rapidly maturing at Park 
House, Carmelita Gardens, Pasa- 
dena. For these plans are also co- 
lossal, their culmination. in two 
years, to be an art gallery costing 
some hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. The present exhibition is one 
of the milestones pointing the way. 
Edstrom's busts, those of Ernest 
Thiel, Sven Hedin, Dr. Franz Op- 

nheimer and Francisco d'An- 

rade, form part of the show. 

The exhibition consists of over a 
hundred entries, paintings, sculp- 
tures and etchings, from the Paint- 
ers’ and Sculptors’ Club of South- 
ern California. The entries are not 
too many, for Park House, set in 
spacious grounds, wooded and 
flowery, in the very heart of Pasa- 
dena, on Orange Grove avenue, is a 
mansion in size. But not all the ar- 
tists have sent in their best works. 
or they have sent in their best 
mixed with some of their second 
and third best. Which is not a good 
idea, since it is always difficult to 
give dignity and beauty to a general 
exhibition of even the best, for per- 
sonality in art is a fighting force. 

However, the show is thoroughly 
representative of the Painters’ and 
Sculptors of Southern California, 
an organization of men that is only 
a year and a half old, and that is 
already strong in endeavor and per- 
formance. Ite weakness, of course, 
is the weakne«s of all art aasocia- 
tions in California—of all other as- 
sociations here, for that matter——a 
diainclination for self-criticiam, an 
undue tenderness of heart. Now, 
ais particular art club, made for

Since March the attendance at 
Park House has been 65,000 men, 
women and children, all of whom 
have eagerly studied the various 
exhibitions held here. On Sun- 
days the attendance always ranges 
from 800 to 1000. These figures 
are as big as the — of the art 
committee, and fully justify every 
effort for a magnificent art cen- 
ter. They must convince exhibit- 
ing artists that their best is none 
too good for such vast gatherings 
of spectators. 

But lest you think that the pres- 
ent show is not a good one, let me 
assure you that such is not the 
case It is both good and repre- 
sentative, with, as I intimated, a 
few lapses from the highest stand-

Some artiste — some of the 
strongest in the business at that— 
do not believe in art juries. It 
must We admitted that many weak 
members hold to this opinion very 
tenaciously, and, of course, these 
furnish, the most powerful argu- 
ment that the upholders of the 
jury system are able to offer. They 
provide, indeed, an unanswerable 
argument, if such a thing really 
eviste—which is highly improbable. 

For, after all, in spite of its 
patent drawbacks, there are many 
thinks to be sald in favor of the 
no-jury idea, and its devotees have 
not been siow in advancing them. 
If art is a free expression of in- 
dividuality, they say (and, of 
course, it is this, if anything) the 
artist must work untrammeled. 
Only in this way, they further say, 
ean art advance. ‘True enough. 
Nobody, even advocates of the art 
jury, has the temerity to contra- 
dict such truisme. 

But—and this “but” is a big one 
—thoush the painter and sculptor 
must be permitted to work with- 
out hindrance, shall he be allowed 
to exhibit hix wares without some 
outside help? Shall the bad and 
tae indifferent receive the same 
honor, the honor of a public show- 
ing: as the good and the excel- 
lent? 

Artists are notortously poor crit- 
fessof their own work, they stand 
too near for an unprejudiced and 
undistorted view of it. Like moth- 
ers, they are inclined to be over- 
fond and  overindulgent when 
they look upon the weakest of 
their children. “Cast the bantling 
on the rocks?” Never. Instead, 
place him tenderly in the best 
light and see how pretty he is. 
Or so it seems to the disinterested 
outsider. 

Now, a painter e fellow-painters 
are apt to be disinterested—too 
damnably so at times. Asked—or 
even unasked—they will express 
their opinion with disconcerting 
frankness, and very truthfully. 
Therefore they are not averse to 
serving on art juries. But trank 
ness and truth. Who wants them? 
Nobody. Least of all. artists, where 
their work, their expression of the 
ego, is concerned. The agitating

| NEW RECORDS 
IN REVIEW 


We have heard Dame Nellie 
Melba sing Massenet's “Seviliana” 
(Fair Maidens of Seville) from 
Don Cesar de Bazan.” Now 
Amelita Galli-Curci sings it, The 
melody is difficult, with the splen- 
dor and fire of the Spanish dance 
throughout it, the high notes be- 
ing taken without one’s suspect- 
ing difficulties or the altitude. On 
the other side she sings “Obeissons 
quand deun voix appelle“ (Hear 
the Voice of Youth,) the gavotte 
from “Manon,” wherein the stately 
gavotte, so to speak, kicks up its 
heels in a joyous frivol. (Victor.) 

The increasing . popularity of 
compositions by the late Victor 
Herbert is almost parallel with the 
increased popularity of the rec- 
ords by Caruso after that great 
tenor's death. 

While the music by Victor Her- 
bert has always had a great ap- 
peal to the American public, there 
seems to be today a more insistent 
and continuous demand in sheet 
music and phonograph records for 
his compositions. 

The increased popularity of this 
American composer's works is 
evidenced by the release of two of 
Victor Herbert's most popular 
compositions for orchestras. “Pan- 
americana and Badin age, 
played by the Capitol Grand Or- 
chest ra. “Panamericana” is a 
descriptive piece in which the In- 
dian, Negro and Spanish elements 
are deftly presented and inter- 
woven. “Badin is one of those 
light and graceful concert selec- 
tions for which the composer is 
justly famous. ( Brunswick.) 

Fritz Kreisler plays “Minuet” by 
Haydn, something courtly, but, of 
course, melodious. With it is 
paired an “Old French Gavotte,” 
quite as blithe, yet stately, with 
some douvle-stop harmonies. (Vic-

Little Orphant Annie“ is a reg- 
ular nursery institution and it 
naturally remained for Louise 
Homer to sing an arrangement of 
it well calculated to bear out the 
delightful spookiness of the orig- 
inal.

cates that these organizations are 
alive to the land requirements and 
transportation needs of a well-or- 
dered industrial expansion. 

At this meeting. according to 
the reports, emphasis was given to 
the fact that streets and highways 
tm the future must be distant at 
least 300 feet from the tracks of 
main line transportation systems. 
instead of being immediately con- 
tiguous. This is an extremely im- 
portant point. 

SPUR TRACK 

In many instances one single 
pur track across the 
serves an entire tract, leaving the 
rest of the road clear from grade 
crossings, while at the same time 
providing direct trackage for ev- 
ey present and future factory. 

To prove the need of this, the 
illustration follows: 

The Harbor Truck Boulevard, 
which should be lined on both 
sides with factories, has — = 

t 
that the Southern Pacific Rallroad 
skirts it all the way. For this 
reason factories can be built on 
one side of the road only. and 
these cannot have direct trackage 
without the road being crossed by 

ur tracks for each individual 
plant If such spurs were permit- 
ed, the truck boulevard would be 
almost useless for its main traffic 
purposes. 
The same thing is true of Al- 
hambra Road and Valley Boule- 
vard to the East; also of San Fer- 
nando Road to the north, and of 
Slauson avenue to the west via 
Inglewood. In each of these cases 
one side of the road has been made 
impossible of development, ex- 
tremely valuable factory frontage 
has been destroyed, and spurs to 
the opposite side for serving the 
dustrie are possible only by 
crossing the streets at grade every 
few hurired feet. 


NEED URGENT 

There is urgent need for evolv- 
ting a plan under which there wil! 
be no repetition of these mistakes 
in the laying out of our future fac- 
tery district. However, it is nee- 
essary to first plan the district and 
then to have tthe plan consistently 
and rigidly enforced by proper au- 
thority having power to compel 
edherence to its dictum. 

Again, it is just as important to 
segregate residential and’ factory 
@istricts. The workers must live 
within reasonable distance from 
their factory. Within walking dis- 
tance where possible, and with 6- 
cent fares, where it is necessary to 
rely on transportation to and from 
work. The correct policy is to 
have each industrial section pro- 
vided with a near-by residential 
district, and it is important to 
make these residence tracts as 
beautiful, homelike and liveble as 
are the more exclusive residential 
districts. 


ORDER PARAMOUNT | 
These are imperative considera- 
tions for the orderly progress of 
Los Angeles industrial develop- 
ment. No time should be 
8 in getting the matter beyond 
® conversational stage and into 
the hands of authority with en- 
forcing powers. It is even more 
important than residential plan- 
ning, for u ts the present and fu- 
ture industries that are to make 
the dreams for this great center 
a production and commerce come 


e. 

The rapid development now a un- 
der way means that tnis indus- 
trial territory now just outside the 
city limite will soon come under 
city jurisdiction. The Regional 
Planning Commission and City 
Planning Commission can under- 
take no more important work 
than rapid assimilation of indus- 
trial territory to the east and 
south.

This line thins out the oil to such an extent that it will not 
lubricate engine bearings or cylinder walls causing them to wear 
rapidly and very soon your engine es very noisy and has to 
be taken down and overhauled. If you want to k your engine 
in good condition and prevent carly engine overhau! bills, change 
the oi! in the crankcase at least every miles. 

Take as another example the lubrication of the rear axle This 
important unit should be filled to the proper level with lubricant 
every 5,000 miles. If you give the rear Axle this attention, it will 
be lubricated perfectly, and will give no trouble. Suppose, however, 
in your zeal you keep on pumping in oil past the proper level, what 
happens? First you notice that begins to ooze out on the brake 
drums and the brakes refuse to act promptly because of the oil on 
the brake linings. | 

This means that you have to remove the rear wheels and fit new 
washers. You also have to remove the brake bands and wash them 
in gasoline then readjust the brakes. Now all this trouble and ex- 
pense would have been avoided if care had been taken in the first 
place to find out how you should have filled the rear axle with oil 

This kind of thing is done every day and is one of the reasons 
why you have high repair bills. A few moments study of the 
instruction book you received with your car would have told you

Care of the Baby 


89 weeks ago I published an arti- 
cle dealing with the technique of the 
enema for baby. Mothers who have consti- 
pated babies ought to clip this article for 
future reference. 

The enema is vastly superior to the 
“easiest way”—castoria, milk of magnesia, 
etc. 
However, the problem of what to do for 
baby when he is constipated is much larger 
than merely giving the enema. It must al- 
ways be distinctly remembered that when 


baby is constipated the cause of his consti- 
pation is primarily wrong diet. 

This dietetic error may be the fault of 
the mother, if she is nursing, or the fault 
of the food given baby if he is fed. 

Again, remember that it is the raw fruits 
and fibrous vegetables which do more to 
ward relieving constipation than any other 
foods. Therefore, never attempt to solve 
the problem of constipation, unless frst 
overcoming the dietetic errors. 

But, you are faced with an immediate 
problem. Baby's bowels have not moved 
for twenty-four hours. What is to be done? 
Do not resort to the enema at once. You 
may succeed by other methods just as well. 
Here are a few pointers: 

First, give baby a chance to kick: Loosen 
his clothes. Often merely permitting him 
free movement of his body will induce bowel 
action. . 

Next, give baby a few exercises intended 
to induce bowel activity. The best of them 
is to turn baby on his back; grasp the 
ankles firmly; slowly and rythmically bring 
baby’s knees to touch his chest. By this 
means pressure is exerted on the rectal 
muscies, and oftentimes the distressing gas 
will be discharged even though full bowel 
action cannot be induced. 

Many babies, especially those afflicted 
with super-nervous mothers, have a condi- 
tion of constipation due to tightened rectal 
muscles. If you will carefully feel the out- 
side sphincter muscles (the circular 
muscles which govern the bowel passage of 
the rectum) you will find them tight and 
drawn. Many infantile cases of constipa 
tion can be overcome by a gentle massage 
of the muscles on the “small of the back” 
and in the vicinity of the rectal opening. 
If neither exercise nor the gentle mas- 
sage succeeds, there are still some courses 


open. 

When baby’s sphincter muscle is very 
tight, the least little bit of rectal dilation, 
from 10 to 15 seconds, will often induce 
bowel action and avoid the use of the enema. 
The best way to do this is to purchase an

infant's syringe and remove the nozzle from 
the bulb. Carefully clean the nozzle and 
lubricate it with olive ofl or petroleum jelly, 
sometimes called vaseline. Then with the 
fingertips lubricate the external rectal open- 
ing. Slowly insert the nozzle with a screw- 
like motion. Rotate very slightly so as to 
create a gentle pressure on the internal por- 
tion of the rectum. Withdraw the nozzle 
and resume baby’s knee-chest exercise for 
twelve or fifteen movements.

Wounds 
that suppurated and gave forth foul pus for 
months, would dry up, often with an almost 
imperceptible scar. Burns that seemed al- 
most hopeless for regeneration, responded 
by healing with very little scar tissue. 

Even though it was not heralded as a 
great new advance in medical science (in 
fact it received practically no publicity at 
all) yet the value of sunshine and clean cold 
water was demonstrated to be of far greater. 
value than chlorine ever could be. 

In times of peace the same principles of 
healing can be applied. The running ulcer, 
the open wound due to accident or injury, 
will yield invariably better to the healing 
forces of sunlight and Water than to the 
strongest antiseptic. 

Antiseptics have a place in modern sur 
gery, but far too little attention has been 


paid to the natural agents present all 
about us.

It is true that some drugs are sure specifics 
as quinine for malaria and thymol for hook- 
worm but most of them simply relieve cer- 
tain symptoms for a short length of time.

It will relieve bronchial spasm 
through its effect on the vagus nerve which 
causes the patient to vomit. The same re 
lief ig easily afforded the patient by elec 
trical treatment without the nausea. That 
drugs are not relied on to the extent they 
were d few years ago is a quite generally 
acepted fact and more and more physio 
therapy is being employed for better results.

at the top. They were brought 
together at the ends and 
easy to spread apart so that the 
fish could get in when they would 
Spring together. The ends of the 
reeds crossed each other so that 
when the captured fish 
against them it could not find the 
opening.

Then he and Imo 
went home to eat what his mother 
had cooked for them.

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The Crop Situation in the Golden State 


HORTAGE of crops generally in 

Southern California, the result of 

drought and water shortage, became 
more apparent with early fall harvests. Re 
ports from apple-growing districts indicate 
that earlier estimates were far too optimistic 
and that the crops may scarcely supply 
local markets. Few Southern California 
apples may appear on Los Angeles mar- 
kets this season, according to local han- 
Miers. The fresh peach crop is light in 
every district except Yucaipa, where a good 
crop of excellent fruit was harvested, bring- 
ing satisfactory returns to growers. The 
Antelope Valley pear crop was short and 
of small sizes, but growers received. from 
$100 to $150 per ton for their fruit. 


Southern San Joaquin Valley grape grow- 
ers report a good year, though there is still 
some doubt as to whether shippers made 
much money. Coachella Valley dates are 
going into eastern markets, returning good 
prices, and growers of the desert fruit are 
expecting a satisfactory harvest. The Deg- 
let Noor crop is not as large as was first 
expected. 

Only about 2000 cars of Valencia oranges 
remain to be shipped from growing districts. 
The California Fruit Growers’ Exchange re 
ports that prices for this variety were bet- 
ter than last year in spite of the fact that 
the crop ran largely to small sizes. 


The summer and early fall vegetable deals 
were not entirely satisfactory. Tomato 
growers experienced loses from several 
plant diseases, which cut down production 
and quality of their crop. Late crop pros 
pects are brighter, according to Fred Rey- 
nard, general manager of the California 
Vegetable Union, who says that a normal 
movement will occur during October from 
Oxnard, a promising new tomato-growing 
district, and from Orange county. Cauli- 
flower plantings of the Snowball variety are 
larger this season, while there was a slight 
decrease in Barly Pearl. The present out- 
look for this crop is favorable. 

The prospects are for a’ short corp of fall 
lettuce. Guadalupe, Watsonville and Sa- 
linas are now shipping and Ventura lettuce 
will move during December. Imperial Val 
ley lettuce growers delayed planting on ac 
count of a water shortage prevailing at tie 
usual time for flooding land for lettuce, buat 
many of them “planted dry” and then irri- 
ge with expectation of getting some ear- 
y lettuce. 

In districts where fruit drying is prac- 
ticed, prunes have all been picked and are 
now being dried. in unirrigated sectious 
and where red spider was prevalent, the 
fruit was smaller than usual, and the pres 
ent crop estimate is below that of 1921. 
Peach drying is practically completed and 
all indications are that the output will be 
smaller than at first estimated. Walnut 
harvesting is going on. 

All sorts of beans are being threshed and 
good yields from trrigated lands have been 
obtained, while on d lands the 
crop is poor and in some cases a complete 
failure. Cotton ginning is progressing in 
Imperial, Coachella and Palo Verde valleys, 
where some shedding from lack of water 
was experienced. A State-wide crop report 
covering. conditions up to September 1. is- 
sued under date of September 10, by E. E. 
Kaufman, statistician, California co-opeia- 
tive crop reporting service, follows. 

Weather was cooler than is usual for the 
month, and little damage from heat was re 
ported. No rains of any importance fell in 
the State during August afd little change in 
the water situation was noted, water short- 
ages still being prevalent in many sections 
and electric-power pumping being matert- 
ally reduced. Fires on ranges caused & 
great deal of damage during the month. 
The statistician’s report, in part, follows: 

Weather conditions continued to be favor- 
able to the apple crop during August, but due 
to the drought, the small supply of soil 
moisture is preventing the normal develop 
ment of the fruit. Condition of the crop is 
placed at 68 per cent of normal, and based 
on this condition, a crop of 7,859,000 bushels 
is forecast. The cling peach crop, although 
lighter than last year’s, is turning out about 
as predicted earlier in the season. The free 
stone peach crop, most of which is dried, 
is falling short of early estimates. The 
present condition of all peaches indicates a 
total production of 285,000 tons. The pear 
crop is placed at 69 per cent of normal, 
with a forecast production of 117,000 tons. 
Apricots produced a 65 per cent of normal 
crop, and total production is placed at 137, 
000 tons. The total production of plums 
this year is estimated to be 60 per cent of 
a normal. Approximately 42,000 tons of 
plums were produced this year compared

ERICULTURE, the production of com- 
mercial raw silk, is to be added to the 
long list of Southern California agricul- 
tural activities if plans now being worked 
out by the California Raw Silk Factors, a 
new company headed by John Abd-el-Nour, 
a veteran Old-World silk producer, can be 
carried to fulfilment. - 


Mr. Abd-el-Nour has been making a study 
of the possibilities of the industry in the Gold- 
en State for the past several years and has 
announced his intention of,sstarting a “silk 
worm farm” in Perris Valley in Riverside 
county this fall. A tract of 1200 acres has 
been tentatively arranged for in that region, 
he says, and negotiations are being carried 
on for 2000 acres more in the same locality. 
He bas also gone over several tracts of land 
in the Antelope Valley and a_ tract 
in the vicinity of Escondido in San Diego 
bounty, with a view to establishing the in- 
dustry in these districts, 


A beginning in the plan was made two 
years ago when a mulberry tree nursery 
was established at Marysville in the Sacra- 
mento Valley, and Mr. Abd-el-Nour announc- 
es that he will have over 250,000 2-year-old 
trees from this nursery ready for planting 
in Perris Valley in October and November, 
while 1,000,000 more of the same age will be 
ready for setting out next spring. The 
leaves of the mulberry are the prime essen- 
tial in the industry, as it is on these that 
the silk worm must feed in the process of 
its growth for silk production. The trees 
avaliable are all grown from.seed and are 
of the Maulticaulis Alba variety, which, ac- 
cording to the promoter of the project, is 
the kind best adapted to all purposes under 
Southern California conditions. 

The company expects to follow what is 
known as the “plantation” plan of culture 
rather than the “cottage” plan generally 
practiced in European, Near Bast and Orien- 
tal Alk producing centers.

Crop Next Year 


By VINCENT F. BLANCHARD 
Agricultard Extension Service, Los Angeles County 
According to reports from various lemon 

districts and judging from observations in 
the field, the 1925 lemon crop of California 
will be considerably lighter than that of 
1924. There are several factors which have 
probably contributed to this prospective 
crop reduction. 

The 1924 crop of lemons was an exceed- 
ingly large one and the excessive -loading 
of the trees reduced their vitality. Just as 
with other kinds of fruit trees, a heavy 
crop calls for greater demands on the trees,

Unfortenately, environmental conditions 
were generally poor in 1924, principally due 
to the low raidfall during the winter months 
and the dryness of the soll during that 
time. Consequently, the vitality of the 
trees was greatly reduced. In addition to 
the drought, extremely hot dry winds were 
experienced during the fall and winter 
months. The evaporation of moisture was 
often greater from the trees than was the 
amount actually taken in. This resulted in 
a considerable loss of foliage and in the 
trees being much weakened. The fruit 
was also reduced in quality. The loss of 
foliage and general weakened condition 
provided unsatisfactory conditions for pro- 
ducing a crop for 1925. 


Another factor which probably contrib- 
uted to conditions working for a smaller 
crop for 1925, is that in many orchards the 
fruit was held on the trees too late in the 
season, in fact, months beyond the time it 
should have been picked. This not only re- 
duced the quality of fruit during the cur- 
rent season, but greatly weakened the vi- 
tality of the trees. Holding fruit in stor- 
age on the trees is a very prac-

Court Fight Looming in 
W ater Dispute 


SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO.—The ranch- 
ers of this valley, alarmed by the report of 
water being claimed for districts outside 
the natural basin, recently held a mass 
meeting to discuss the situation and hire 
counsel to defend their rights. It was as 
serted that the Skidmore interests in La- 
guna Beach had purchased property near 
the mouth of the San Juan creek, and were 
planning to sink wells and lay a pipeline to 
convey the water to Laguna Beach. While 
water has been developed in Aliso canyon 
near Laguna Beach, it is said to be unfit 
for either drinking or the watering of 
plants and there is said to be an imperative 
demand that Laguna Beach, with its grow- 
ing population, obtain water rights for an 
adequate supply elsewhere. 

San Juan creek is the nearest available 
supply, and those seeking to tap it claim 
that they intend to take only the excess 
water from the mouth of the creek, below 
which there are no irrigated lands. The 
property owners of Capistrano, however, 


| 
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incline to the belief that the drawing of 
water even from the lower end of the basin 
will lessen their already scant supply and 
lower the water in their wells. It is expect- 
ed that the dispute will go to court and be 
determined in accordance with whether 
there actually is a supply of waste water in 
San Juan creek available for use outside 
the natural basin. Should water rights be 
secured for Laguna, the pipe-line will pass 
along seven miles of the most picturesque 
coast, now waterless, in Southern Califor- 
nia.

er to be cheap again. The present value is 
uncertain, but $750 per acre comes near to 
listing it. 

What sort of agricultural enterprises can 
draw 10 per cent returns from land of that 
value? Well, dairying, for one thing, with 
the great demand in Los Angeles only eight- 
een miles away. The milk turnover from 
Norwalk dairies amounts to about $30,000 
each month. 

The location in the fertile river plain 
south of Los Angeles makes the region 
ideal for truck gardening and field cropping. 
Tremendous quantities of alfalfa and corn 
are raised in connection with dairying. 
Truck gardening has been somewhat quieter 
since the anti-alien legislation came into ef-

Formerly, sugar-beetse were grown 
tensively in this region. The decline is ac- 
counted for in the wearing out of the soll 
for this crop and also in the utilization of 
the land for other purposes. According to 
C. BD. Irish, who settled in Norwalk in the 
90's, the beet fields of ten years ago yielded 
far more per acre than do those of today. 
He attributes the decline to lack of crop ro- 
tation. 

When Mr. Irish began growing beets, he 
says, he obtained an average of nineteen 
tons to the acre of beets analyzing 18.5 per 
cent sugar. In five years, he . 
production declined to eleven tons of 15 por 
cent quality. Then he quit growing them, 
as prospective further decline made the in- 
dustry unattractive. Mr. Irish says, how- 
ever, that he believes the industry could be 
made permanently profitable by combining 
dairying with beet growing and practicing 
rotation with alfalfa or white clover (mililo- 
tus alba.) Mililotus alba is a rank grower 
for two years and affords spendid pasture 
for dairy cattle. Pasturing of old beet land, 
too, is one of the best ways to build it up. 

Beet production in the Norwalk region ts 
now limited to about 300 acres. The beets 
are being harvested and loaded in cars from 
the dump to be shipped to Oxnard. From 
one of the fields contracted by the American 
Beet Sugar Company, a field of 18.57 acres 
the production is reported at 24.5 tons per 
acre of 20 per cent quality beets. The con- 
tracts are on a 60-50 basis, or equal division 
of returns from tire sugar sold by the facto 
ries. which makes the beet grower virtually 
a partner of the manufacturer. 


GOOD RETURNS FOR GRAPES 

BRYN MAWR.—This has been an excel 
leht year for table grapes and the returns 
from the vineyards of this section have 
been good. The growers have been recetv- 
ing an average of three to five cents per 
pound for their crop, and the yield has 
been a large one. The Thompson seedless 
grapes did exceedingly well this year, hav: 
ing been in the markets practically all 
through the late summer months, steadily 
retailing at around 5 cents per pound.

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AN .DIMAS.—The San Dimas district, 

long known as a citrus producing area 

and as a citrus nursery center, is add- 
ing another to the list of its horticultural 
achievements, this time in the field of flori- 
culture. An experiment undertaken in 
krowing Eladioli, both for cut flowers and 
for bulb production, apparently has proved 
to be very successful, judged by the results 
obtained this year, even though the loca- 
tion is quite far removed from the coast to 
which bulb-growing is usually supposed to 
be more or less limited. 

A fairly large scale experiment was un 
dertaken in the inland season by A. G. Owen 
veteran Pacific Electric agent and inveter- 
ate lover of flowers. Mr. Owen is an ama- 
teur gardener of tong standing, his station 
being one of the most attractive on the en- 
tire system, due to his efforts at landscape 
work during odd hours. His home grounds 
testify to the touch of skilled and sympa- 
thetic hands, showing a wealth and variety 
of floral offerings that are the envy of all 
avighbors. 

Encouraged by results already secured, 
planting approximately an acre has been 
carried out after hours with the aid of 
school boys eager for odd jobs. Varieties 
from ihe most successful gladioli grower» 
of the country were secured and thou- 
exncs of bulbs were planted during the ear- 
iv spring and summer months, and the re 
sult as been a brilliant display of chang~ 
ing color for many weeks in the field front- 
ing the station. It has been one of the sights 
of the town, causing auto parties passing 
through to stop by the dozen to admire the 
colorful picture. 

Since much of the soil in this locality is 
rather heavy, and a sandy layer immediate- 
ly surrounding the bulbs is desirable, use 
has been made of the tremendous amount of 
sand, silt and organic material that was 
washed down in quantities from the San 
Dimas watershed following the disastrous 
forest fire of 1919. Large amounts of leaf 
mould were carried down from the un- 
barned slopes in the rush of water from 
the burned zone. The deposits of this mate- 
rial have provided a good source of sandy 
loam rich in organic matter to use as a 
layer upon which to plant the bulbs. Its 
use has been a great success. This ma- 
terial has also found widespread use by the 
housewives of the town in the making of 
home flower and vegetable gardens. . Dos 
ens of wagon loads have been hauled from 
the wash for this purpose. 

Because of the very limited time a station 
agent has to devote to such a sideline, the 
sale of the flowers was arranged with a 
Los Angeles buyer who would come and 
gather the blooms himself. In addition, 
they were put on sale at a Foothill Boule- 
vard refreshment booth run by boys. So 
popular did the gladioli become that few 
found their way to the Los Angeles mar 
ket, a constant stream of machines stop

ping at the stand for the blooms and re- 
turning for more. High school commence- 
ments, church services, weddings and fu 
nerals created a demand that kept the field 
constantly picked over. At times every 
available flower stalk was “taken.” 

Enthusiasm is infectious, and others fol- 
lowing the lead of Mr. Owen have also 
made trial plantings. One of the larger 
ones is that of G. Cyril Platt of the First 
National Bank of San Dimas and John 
Harris, who, as zanjero for the water com- 
pany, keeps the water schedules running, 
and with it all has found time to become a 
walking mine of information on the moun- 
tain flora of the region. Increased plani- 
ings are being contemplated for the com- 
ing year in view of the results of this sea- 
son. 

Not only has the flower crop been very 
satisfactory, but the bulbs have developed 
and matured satisfactorily as well. a vital 
consideration in successful raising of bul- 
bous flowers. Thousands of seedlings have 
been successfully raised this year and have 
demonstrated that this method of increas. 
ing the variety of gladioli grown is also 
possible. 

Because of the activities of gladioli breed. 
ers during the past few years, flowers of 
every shade from a deep purple to a pur: 
white can be had in a bewildering array of 
tints and combinations. The pinks, yellows 
and the various combirations have enjoyed 
a particularly popular reception and have 
been in much demand. The “Halley.” an 
old favorite salmon pink maintains its place 
in any planting, as does also the newer 
“Prince of Wales.“ very similar in cvlor- 
ing.
